AGRICULTURAL  LEGISLATIVE  DEVELOPMENTS .   .   .   .  April  l8,  the  House  passed  the  hill 

to  continue  price  control  and  subsidies... 
The  House  agreed  to  the  conference  report  on  the  Philippine  trade  bill  (ready  for 
the  President);  the  Senate  received  an  appropriation  estimate  of  $^00,000  for  farm 
■wage  stabilization;  the  House  passed  a  hill  to  give  veterans  a  higher  prioity  for 
surplus  property—on  April  19,  the  Senate  agreed  to  the  House  amendment  to  this  hill 
(ready  for  the  President);  the  Senate  received  an  appropriation  estimate  of  $195,100 
for  rubber  research;  Senator  Thomas  of  Oklahoma  introduced  a  bill  to  continue  fed- 
eral operation  of  the  Agricultural  Conservation  Program.      April  2h,  the  Senate 
Appropriations  Committee  reported  the  second  deficiency  appropriation  bill  "with 
amendments  to  provide  for  the  return  of  FCA  to  Washington  and  to  increase  the 
amounts  for  insect  and  plant  disease  control,  -water  facilities,  and  forest  recrea- 
tional areas;  the  Senate  Finance  Committee  reported  a  bill  to  authorize  this  Depart- 
ment to  condemn  unfit  materials  to  be  used  in  process  or  renovated  butter.

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PORTABLE  COTTON  EXHIBIT.   .   .   .  The  Department's  Exhibits  Service  is  preparing  to 

send  some  1,000  copies  of  a  portable  cotton  exhibit 
to  Southern  State  Extension  offices  in  the  early  summer.     They  will  be  passed  on  to. 
the  county  agents  in  the  cotton  States  who  are  cooperating  in  plans  to  display  the 
exhibit  at  all  agricultural  fairs  possible  and  to  supplement  the  exhibit  with  local- 
ly adapted  materials.    Plans  for  this  unusually  thorough  "coverage"  were  discussed 
at  the  Southern  Regional  Conference  of  extension  people  in  Washington  last  week. 

The  exhibit  has  a  cover  section  and  8  smaller  sections  22"  x  28" --one  on  the  general 
theme  of  the  cotton  program  and  one  on  each  of  the  seven  steps  in  the  cotton  cam- 
paign.    The  county  agent  may  retain  the  exhibit  and  display  it  at  banks ,  stores , 
schools,  fairs  and  other  events  as  he  sees  fit.

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FAO  AND  THE  USDA.   .   .   .  Secretary's  memorandum  No.  II58  sets  out  the  important 

part  USDA  will  play  in  the  work  and  interests  of  FAO  and 
explains  the  liaison  "between  the  Department  and  FAO.     "Except  for  rountine  matters,'' 
the  memorandum  states,  "such  as  the  receipt  and  transmittal  of  rountine  information 
and  published  materials,  the  relationship  of  the  Department  with  FAO  will  "be  carried 
on  through  the  Department  of  State."    In  the  same  memorandum  OFAR  was  named  the 
Department  agency  responsible  for  coordinating  the  relationships  of  USDA  and  FAO, 
"through  or  with  the  approval  of  the  Department  of  State." 

FAO  has  called  a  meeting  in  Washington  the  week  "beginning  May  20  to  discuss  urgent 
food  problems  "with  a  view  to  coordinating  efforts  to  meet  world  food  needs  in  the 
winter  of  19^6-^7  and  through  the  following  year."    Representatives  of  UNRRA,  the 
Combined  Food  Board,  other  international  organizations  concerned  with  food,  and 
ministers  from  some  countries,  especially  those  "that  have  a  major  contribution  to 
make/'  have  been  invited  to  meet  with  FAO  representatives. 

Another  FAO  Information  Service  Bulletin  was  issued  this  month.    It  gives  more  de- 
tails of  the  May  meeting  as  well  as  other  FAO  news  items.    A  booklet  of  2k  pages 
telling  what  FAO  means  TO  YOU  and  written  by  Gove  Hambidge,  Information  Director 
of  FAO,  was  recently  released.
